JEFFERSON CITY, June 12— 

The Senate-approved bill which 
would provide for establishment 
of a state civilian defense pro- 
gram and give the Governor 
broad emergency powers in the 
event of an enemy attack, was 
defeated yesterday in the House. 
The vote was 65 to 26 with 78 
affirmative votes necessary for 
passage. 
' Representative Joseph Beckerle, 
St. Louis Democrat, who handled 
the measure on the House floor, 
said he intends to seek reconsid- 
eration of the unfavorable vote, 
possibly today. ; 

Before defeating the measure, 
the legislators adopted an amend- 
ment f salary of the 
state director of civil defense at 
$7500 a year, the amount pro- 
posed in the original bill, but 
reduced by Senate amendment 
to $6000. 

Bill Goes Back to Senate. 

In view of this action, the bill 
would have to go back to the 
Senate for concurrence with the 
change even if further efforts of 
the sponsors to obtain House 
passage are successful. It is un- 
likely that the bill could be 
finally passed and sent to the 
Governor for signing before the 
Legisiature recesses for the sum- 
mer vacation this week, or next, 

The bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate by a vote of 25 to 0, would 
create a state division of defense, 
This division would be respone- 
sible for planning civil defense 
aciivities on a statewide basis 
and co-ordination of the work of 
local defense organizations. Exe- 
cution of pacts between Missouri 
and bordering states for mutual 
help in the event of an enemy 
attack also would be authorized, 

Powers of Governor. 

In case of an actual enemy at- 
tack, the Governor would be au- 
thorized to seize, or requisition 
for the public protection, all 
forms of public transportation ex- 
cept railroads, and could seize 
communications facilities. 

He also could take over stocks 
of supplies and facilities for the ' 
feeding, housing and hospitaliza- ~ 
tion of residents in a disaster 
area and could order mobile civil 
defense units from the various 
sections of the state into the 
stricken area for service there.

Soviet Union has approached

What of Small Business? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I am enclosing a copy of the re- 
marks I made at the time I put into

As you know, I am on the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Exec- 
utive Departments and, although I am 
not. on the Hardy subcommittee, I 
attended and participated in several 
of the hearings and followed the mat- 
ter very closely. The Select Commit- 
tee on Small Business, of which I am 
a member, has been vitally interested 
in these certificates of necessity. (Edi- 
tor’s note: These certificates permit tax 
abatement for building defense plants), 

The hearings that we have held 
throughout the country in the past few 


months have revealed that small com- — 


panies are experiencing considerable 
difficulty in obtaining certificates of 
necessity while large concerns seem to 
be able to get them with relative ease. 

I was particularly impressed by your 
editorial because it pointed out that 
this was a quiet investigation. In my 
opinion, most congressional investiga- 
tions, to be really effective, should pro- 
ceed without fanfare and publicity. That 
is not to say that the public is not prop- 
erly concerned with the work of an in- 
vestigation or that the matter should 
not be available to the public. It sim- 
ply means that the congressional mem- 
bers of the investigating committee, in 
my opinion, should sublimate their nor- 
mal desires to publicize what they are 
— and proceed with the work at 
hand.

This Present Scramble 

When President Truman addresses the peo- 
ple Thursday night on holding the line against 
inflation, he will be asking the nation to pre- 
pare in advance for a most severe test. 

We have had some inflation, and it has hurt, 
but the real pressure has not even begun. It 
will begin perhaps by the end of summer, when 
defense orders in large volume seriously begin 
to compete with consumer demand for a limited 
volume of production. Unless the hatches are 
battened down before |this actual inflationary 
storm begins, we are in for trouble. 

Temporarily, we are in a kind of lull. Scare 
buying has eased off, the cost-of-living index 


_ has held fairly steady for a while, price control 


has taken hold. But all the signs suggest that 
the period of calm will soon end. Can the na- 
tion muster the prudence’ and foresight to act 
vigorously before the new peril .becomes real? 

Chester Bowles, wartime head of economic 
stabilization, should know as much about this 
business of fighting inflation as any American. 
In a recent letter to Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois he outlined the dangers we face and 
his own program for surmounting them. 


As Mr. Bowles points out, wages are now 
being tied to a cost of living which for many 
reasons is almost certain to increase. While 
he believes that this action represents “simple 
justice” in the existirg situation, he is convinced 
that “we cannot successfully administer a creep- 
ing inflation.” World War II experience, he 
says, “taught us that the issue of. inflation 
must be met head-on, and that in the process 
important toes must occasionally be stepped on.” 

His own proposal is that the cost-of-living 
price and rent line should be stabilized at no 
higher than the levels of last Jan. 25, and then 
held firmly at that point. Once stable living 
costs are assured, he urges, “wage earners 
should be asked to forego further wage rate 
increases,” with only a few tightly administered 
exceptions. As a penalty against Government 
failure to fulfill its part of the bargain— 
firmly holding the price line—he would prom- 
ise that any substantial rise’ in living costs 
would be compensated for by a cost-of-living 
bonus. But he would have the Government hold 
the price line so firmly that the bonus would 
never have to be paid. 

Mr. Bowles’ views on methods may be dis- 
puted, but there can be little dispute over his 
main point: 

We can never stop inflation as long as 
many powerful groups continue their ef- 
forts to elbow their way ahead of each 
other. And we can never induce them to 
give up the present scramble unless we 
establish a clear price, rent and wage line, 
and then proceed to hold that line with 
the utmost firmness. 

We hope President Truman summons the 
people to this kind of crusade, and that the 
response will override the laggards in Congress. 
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No More Bargains in Justice 

St. Louis began to reform its criminal trial 
procedures about a year ago and has not com- 
pleted the task. Yet Edward L. Dowd, the 
vigorous first Assistant Circuit Attorney, now 
wants to return to old practices which worked 
poorly when they worked at all. 

Recently there has been a rather high rate 


‘of ‘acquittals, and judges have criticized the 


Circuit Attorney's office for sloppy prosecution. 
Mr. Dowd admits this in part. But he also 
wants to abolish the assignment division of the 


“ eriminal courts,..and -+he wants to restore the 


privilege of prosecutors to recommend sen- 
tences. 

The assignment division assigns criminal cases 
to trial courts, hears preliminary motions and 
accepts guilty pleas. A special Bar Association 
committee proposed this division to help clear 
up an aging backlog of cases, and to eliminate 
trial delays which often favor the criminal. 

This purpose has been achieved, as Mr. 
Dowd concedes. But he believes the assignment 
judge is often too lenient with the accused, 
either for lack of information or time to study it. 

Even if this is so, the solution is not to 
abolish the assignment division. 
should be sure he has sufficient information. 
The prosécutor should be sure of it. Moreover, 
better information will be forthcoming when 
the parole office begins pre-trial investigations, 
which also were proposed by the bar com- 
mittee. 

As for letting prosecutors recommend sen- 


. tences, this practice was never any guarantee 


that the sentence would be strict. It was nearly 
the opposite. Too often prosecutors offered a 
light sentence in return for a guilty plea. 

The present judges would be unlikely to 
permit such deals, or Mr. Dowd himself. to 
offer them. But the courts should not be 
reopened to the possibility, for St. Louis has 
had enough of such bargains in justice. 
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Here We Sit 


Efficient city government today often requires 
extension of outmoded urban boundaries, which 
were riveted around the cities in the ‘day of 
the horse-drawn streetcar. And last year, the 
Public Administration Clearing House states, 
382 cities in American widened their corporate 
horizons by annexation. This is a record. 


Albuquerque annexed the most territory— 
nearly 23 square miles—but presumably there 
was plenty of room to expand in that arid New 
Mexican area. What ought to surprise St. 
Louisans is that Kansas City was second on 
the list, having added 19.2 square miles. This 
had to include some populated suburban areas. 


Around St. Louis, it is taken for granted 
that any effort of the city to expand would 
raise a cry to the heavens in neighboring areas, 
so there is no such effort. The procedures gov- 
erning annexation here are long and compli- 
cated. So St. Louis remains as a small geo- 
graphical part of a heavily populated metro- 
politan entity and encased in 1876 boundaries 
that have fitted poorly for 50 years.

A House Judiciary subcommittee is investi- 
gating activities of “dollar-a-year” men in Gov- 
ernment. Actually the investigators want to 
discover to what extent business, and especially 
the larger units. of it, is running the defense 
production program.. - 

One story uncovered by the Celler committee 
concerns how General Motors_got a steel allo- 
cation denied to four competitors. The competi- 
tors’ papers were first “lost” in NPA offices and 
then duplicates were pigeon-holed. The investi- 
gators say dollar-a-year men who signed the 
priority order all were on loan from companies 
doing business with General Motors. 


Assistant Attorney General H. G. Morison 
told the same group that some business advisory 
committees have made decisions that only fed- 
eral officials should make. These committees, 
he said, have not always included representa- 
tives of small -business. 


Representative Thomas B. Curtis presents a . 


slightly different complaint for small business 
in a letter on this page. The Hardy subcom- 
mittee found, he says, that through tax con- 
cessions which help pay for defense plants, 
large business has done well and small business 
not so well. 

The facts disclosed so‘far by these inquiries 
indicate a dangerous trend for a competitive 
economy. Defense production may have to rely 
most on the largest producers, but it is sense- 
less for government to preach competition and 
then throw tax dollars, priorities and contracts 
against that policy. 

The defense emergency should be no excuse 
for bonanzas to private interest; and the two 
House investigations ought to halt the trend. 
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What of the Next $4,000,000? 


The President of the American Medical As- 
sociation has announced that the organization 
is laying to rest the specter of socialism it 
spent $4,000,000 to raise. Claiming victory in 
organized medicine’s battle against compulsory 
health insurance, Dr. Elmer L. Henderson prom- 
ised that the A.M.A.’s “national education cam- 
paign” will be called off at the end of this year. 

This will be heartening news to Americans, 
who have been watching and hearing A.M.A. 
propagandists beat discreditable, reactionary 
drums which often had only the most tenuous 
connection with either medical care or a decent 
regard for the national welfare. 

But the $25 lug will remain, and it would 
be even more heartening if the A.M.A., which 
has not progressed very far with its fund for 
medical schools, were to devote equal effort 
henceforth to the positive goal of training more 
doctors. 

The need is obvious enough. Dr. Morris Fish- 
bein, for years the organization’s guiding star, 
reported after a trip to Europe an “overwhelm- 
ing rush” of American students to European 
medical schools. He said the United: States 
must expand its facilities for medical education, 
and even urged the very un-American Medical 
Association step of using Government funds for 
the purpose. 

Perhaps the A.M.A. might even earmark a 
few dollars of its war chest for pointing out to 
its Missouri members that Missouri and the 
nation need a four-year medical school at the 
University of Missouri, and that that school 
ought to be at Columbia. 
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A+ Key Law in Civil Defense 
It would be an act of negligence if the Legis- 
lature should recess -before enacting the bill 
permitting civil defense to cross Missouri's 


state lines. 


State Civil Defense Director Hammond, and 
St. Louis Civil Defense Director Tucker, both 
pointed out at the Midwest Civil Defense Con- 
ference here that protective efforts are handi- 


‘capped by the lack of legislation. What is want- 


ed is a statute providing that responsibility for 
the men and equipment sent to a stricken state 
by a neighboring state shall be assumed by the 
state to which they are sent, including compen- 
sation for damages. 

This is an eminently fair provision and it 
would be difficult to imagine any state sending 
aid to another without such basic protection 
at law. ; 

A bill to achieve these purposes has passed 
the Missouri Senate and is now in the House. 

Until it is enacted, much of the work of 
civil defense in Missouri and in St. Louis must 
wait for it, for interstate arrangements are 
early steps in the whole procedure. 

Civil defense is already far behind. We do 
not believe there can be a member of the 
Missouri Legislature who would want. on his 
conscience the responsibility for delaying it 
still further.

Mr. Acheson’s reply has shown that in 
so far as there were real concessions at 
Yalta they were made in order to save 
hundreds of thousands of American live 
which at the time the military believe 
would otherwise have to be sacrificed; 
that the Chinese Nationalists did not be- 
lieve themselves betrayed but on the con- 
trary were most anxious that their treaty 
with Russia, based on Yalta, should be 


maintained. 
That it was the Chinese Nationalists 


and not the United States who initiated 


the policy of coalition with the Commu- 
nists and actually wrote the agreements; 
that MacArthur, Wedemeyer, Spruance, 
Hurley and many others supported the 
policy which Gen. Marshall was sent to 
China to effect; that the subsequent Na- 
tionalist collapse was not due to want of 
arms or to American pressure but to deep- 
er and more tragic factors which the 
United States had no means of altering. 

And so on through all the more recent 
passages of the story. 

One cannot say that this defense is be- 
yond challenge. One must admit that the 
Senators have nowhere brought any ef- 
fective challenge against it.

Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire, who 
has been closely linked to the 
China lobby, proposed that the 
investigation be expanded to in- 
clude the influence exerted in be- 
half of other countries receiving 
American aid. There would seem 
to be no reason why that should 
not be done. 

In an interview with American 
reporters on Formosa not long 
ago, Chiang Kai-shek was asked 
about huge sums of money taken 
by Chinese citizens formerly as- 
sociated with Chiang and de- 
posited in personal and hidden 
bank accounts abroad. 

Here would be a place to begin 
an investigation. But it would be 
only a starting point, since the 
China lobby has many ramifica-

Any large group of refugees is 
a dangerous and unsettling ele- 
ment in any part of the world, 
and it seems to me that for the 
sake of peace in this area the 
United Nations and the individual 
governments interested should do 
all they possibly can to bring 
about a settlement. 

Loans have already been asked 
of us by other states in that area, 
and when there is a prospect of 
really doing something of value to 
the country I am always glad to 
see our Government willing to 
help. Therefore,.I will be glad if 
we aid Israel.

rael has accepted a burden of 
immigration that has emptied 
many of the refugee camps of 
Europe.

GRILLED DUCKLING. 

To prepare Long Island Duck- 
ling for grilling, cut in half and 
remove neck, wing tips and back- 
bone. Have ready a bed of even 
hot coals which will provide 
steady heat for a least half an 
hour. Arrange duck, skin side 
up, on rack placed about 12 to 15 
inches above the coals. Let broil 
for 15 minutes, then turn and 
broil on other side for another 
15 minutes. When done on each 
side, season or brush all over 
with a mixture of one-fourth cup 
honey, one _ teaspoon kitchen 
bouquet and one-half teaspoon 
salt, or your favorite barbeoue 


sauce. When ready to serve, cut’ 


the cooked duckling into quar- 
ters or smaller serving size 
pieces with scissors. 


ROAST DUCKLING. 


Prepare duck for cooking. 
Place: duck, breast side up, on a 
rack in a shallow baking pan 
about 10x14 inches and not more 
than 2 inches deep. Do not prick 
the skin since this allows some 
of the meat juices to run out 
during roasting and does not in- 
crease the amount of fat which 
cooks out. Do nof cover, add water 
or baste. Roast stuffed or un- 
stuffed duck in a slow oven, (325 

degrees) about one and one-half 

hours for the average Long 
Island Duckling, or until a meat 
thermometer placed in the stuff- 
ing registers 189 degrees faren- 
heit. At the end of one hour, 
turn the duck back side up to 
finish roasting.

Do I hear you say meld the sev- 
ens and discard the deuce, just in 
case you've made a mistake? Per- 
haps that wouldn’t be a bad idea 
if you were going ¢o make any 
meld at all. But your best play 
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is to discard the deuce and hold 
onto the three sevens! 

Why? Is there any reason for 
tossing away 30 points—the 15 
you could have meldtd plus the 
15 you still have in your hand? 
The best reason in the world. If 
you meld the three sevens, your 
left-hand opponent will know that 
his seven is a safe discard if he 
happens to have one. If you don’t 
meld the sevens, he won't know 
‘that the seven is safe, and he may 
choose some’ other discard that 
will give your partner the pack. 
With a tremendous pack, 30 points 
is a small price to pay to increase 
the — that your partner may 
get it.

Imagination is 
no show of fear or distress, “That was a very good story, 
Patient listening and steady instruction, always without 
by his friends.

IF CHILDREN ARE punished for telling a “wrong story,” 
if they are told they are liars, they will not feel free to tell 
. the truth in time of trouble. Freedom of conscience is basic 
' to truth-telling. It can be cultivated in early childhood, 
_ Strengthened in childhood in preparation for adolescence if 
* one goes about it intelligently. 

7 Fear brings out the defensive lie. Teach a child that he 

has nothing to fear even when he makes a mistake, does 
something he knew was wrong, even committed a grave 
error that roused the neighborhood, and he will have an 
anchor that holds in the heaviest storm. Teach him that 
his parents are his friends through good days and bad and 
he is not likely to form the habit of lying. 

* x * 

WE MUST acknowledge that 100 per cent truthfulness 
is rare. We have only to look at ourselves to know that we 
can but aim for wholesome truth-telling, the everyday honesty 
that marks the sturdy character. We have to shade the 
truth now and then to save somebody's feelings, even their 
place in society. If one says “I really couldn’t say,” when 
one really could say, I for one will not object. But this 
is an adult standard and not usually applied to children whose 
yes and whose no must be truthful, too. 

If one has done his best to teach a child to tell the 
truth, and that child by the age of adolescence still persists 
in lying, for that is the right word for this in a child of 
such maturity, then we ought to look for outside help. There 
is such a thing as pathological lying and the services of. the 
specialist are required in this case. 

These cases are rare. The usual child is truthful save 
under great pressure, great fear, and if we can take care 
of him in his early years we can arm him against fear and 
teach him the beauty of truthfulness.

N their shade a flock of sheep 
] ana goats rested. These are the 

Navajo’s. livelihood. Nearby 
stood a hogan made of upright 
logs, covered with dried mud. Re- 
sembling an Eskimo igloo a 
hogan is far better ventilated. 
The mother of the family and 
her unmarried children live in 
the hogan; the married daugh- 
ters and their husbands occupy 
two tents close by. Sons-in-law 
may never meet their mothers- 
in-law face to face, lest they be 
struck blind! Some say this be- 
lief is closely correlated to the 
low divorce rate of the Navajos. 

The sick child, little Jennie 
Yazzie, has hair cropped like a 
boy’s. She has been suffering 
fearful earaches. Not only this, 
but when she was a baby, a 
rattlesnake crawled from under 
the sheepskin upon which she 
had been sleeping. Snakes are 
Navajo “good spirits,” and fore- 
tell life-giving rain. Was the 
rattler angry with the child? 
Until this summer, rains had been 
scanty. Altogether, it seemed 
highly desirable for Kaytso to 
petition. the gods in her behalf. 
We were cautiously informed by 
Goulding never to address Kaytso 
or any other Navajo by his tribal 
name. We called Kaytso by his 
English name, Big Feet. Where 
he got that name nobody knows;

his feet are no bigger than any 
other man’s. 


Kaytso arrived soon after we 
did, his goatskin bag of medicines 
and instruments tied to his pony’s 
saddle. He was wearing a snappy 
cerise-and-gray shirt and a green 
silk headband. His _ silver-and- 
turquoise ornaments would make 
most women faint with envy. A 
Navajo’s money-in-the-bank is his 
jewelry. Like any other Indian’s, 
Kaytso’s age was hard to judge. 
He’s probably around 60, with a 
wise, dignified face, a quick smile. 
Remember, medicine men under- 
stand the medicinal value of local 
herbs and roots and combine their 
use with the priestly ceremonies 
of their people to placate the good 
spirits and drive away the bad. 
Their “interneship” is pretty com- 
parable to a white doctor’s. They 
spend at least 20 years of study 
and practice before qualifying as 
medicine men. —

TUCSON, Ariz., June 12 

RAVELING through the vast 
T emptiness which makes up 

the Navajo Indian Reservation, 
we stopped in southeastern Utah 
to visit Harry Goulding, famed 
Indian trader. His trading post 
is at the head of fabulously 
beautiful Monument Valley. While 
we were there word came in that 
a Navajo family had just sent for 
Kaytso, the Medicine Man. He 
was needed to treat a sick child. 
Goulding, a good friend of his 
Indian neighbors, was courteously 
invited to attend the ceremonial 
cure. x 

“Want to come along and see 
a real sand painting cure?” 
Goulding asked us. “I might be 
able to arrange for you to photo- 
graph it, as my guests.” 

Did we want to go? It was 
the chance of a lifetime! Few 
white people are ever privileged 
to attend an authentic Navajo 
ceremonial “sing” or see a real 
sand painting made. Those ab- 
breviated versions staged at the 
big Indian pow-wows aren’t the 
real thing, not by a long shot. 

We took. of in a couple of sta- 
tion wagons — both equipped 
with extra wide tires necessary 
for traveling on what passes for 
roads on the Navajo reservation. 
Turning west after leaving Monu- 
ment Pass, we left the fantastic 
brick red Mitten Buttes behind 
us, and took to the dry river 
beds. Rains had washed out the 
wooden bridges along the so0- 
called road.

“Pyt No Faith in Tale-Bearers” 

OHN’S Handbook, published in 
B i256. which helped to popular- 


ize many an old proverb in the 
speech of the Victorians and their 
immediate descendants, listed this 
one as we have it above, “Put no 
faith in tale-bearers.” The same 
idea is often expressed at the 
present time as “Beware of tale- 
bearers.” 

Though the form of expression 
may vary slightly, the concept is 
a very old one, part of the world’s 
proverbial wisdom. In the Bible 
you find it as follows: 

“The words of a tale-bearer 
are as wounds, and they go 
down into the innermost parts 
ef the belly.”—Proverbs, XXVI, 
22. - | 

Again in Proverbs, another way 
of putting it: 

“Where no wood is, there 
the fire goeth out: so where 
there is no tale-bearer, the 
strife ceaseth..” 

In Leviticus there is still anoth- 
er allusion to the tale bearer, 
which takes this concept back 700 
years before the birth of Christ. 
While Bohn’s Handbook seems to 
be the source of the precise ex- 
pression, “Put no faith in tale- 
bearers,” it is interesting to find 
“Beware of tale-bearers,” -the 
proverb’s alternate form in cur- 
rent speech, to be older by 400 
years. It is in an anonymous com- 
pilation called “The Proverbs of 
Wysdom,” published in 1450, that 
we find the first appearance of 
“Beware of him that telleth talis.”

Kaytso looked at Jennie care- 
fully, questioned her grandmoth- 
er, the family matriarch. He took 
lumps of colored rock, ‘crushed 
them to powder on a metate or 
grinding stone, and put each color 
into a separate goatskin bag. 

Ordinarily, the sand-painting 
ceremony is held within a hogan. 
Kaytso, courteous and a friend of 
Goulding’s, held this one outside 
for Goulding’s friends. Bitsene 
Begay, Jennie’s uncle, assisted 
him. He gathered pure yellow- 
red sand in a blanket. Kaytso 
smoothed this out upon the se- 
lected site under wind-protecting 
rites; he used a weaver stick to 
smooth out the sand. It then be- 
came his artist’s canvas.

ROM a skin bag Kaytso took 
F pinches of blue powder. Thumb 
and forefinger down, he poured 


it into the shape of a solid disk. . 


This represented the sun. Upen 
it, using the sacred yellow corn 
pollen, he shaped the figure of 
Power. Sooh four Sun Dogs rayed 
out towards the earth’s Four Cor- 
ners, each in a separate color, 
each ending in a rainbow arc. Be- 
tween these he drew four 
feathered medicine men’s rattles. 
In a horseshoe around this central 
theme he poured a large black 
rattlesnake, its head and tail fac- 
ing east. 


The sand painting was com- 
plete. 


The medicine man dropped a 
medicinal powder into a half 
gourd of water. soaked some 
chopped herb (it looked like green 
alfalfa) in a glass bowl. Next he 
led Jennie to the picture, placed 
her squarely in the middle of it. 

Bitsene Begay began to shake 
feathered rattles rhythmically. 
Kaytso began the sacred invoca- 
tion to cure Jennie’s earache, and 
to protect her from future perils. 
“Hi-ung, hi-ung, hai, hai!” he 
chants in a monotone, with occa- 
sional breaks into a different key. 
The syllables sounded like Chi- 
nese to us; actually they were a

complete Navajo prayer of. many

Still chanting, he smeared 
chopped herbs on Jennie’s hands, 
feet, face, shoulders and head. 
He had her drink the bitter con- 
coction from the half gourd. Then 
wood coals were brought. Kaytso 
sprinkled other herbs over the 
— wafted the smoke over Jen- 
nie. . 


The little girl never murmured, 
never moved a muscle. Her great 
dark eyes were wide with wonder. 
When at last Kaytso helped her 
from the picture, she ran to her 
grandmother, buried her face in 
her voluminous skirts. 

Her earache was gone, 


Then Kaytso picked up the 
feathered rattle and carefully 
erased the picture. A sacred sand 
painting must never remain after 
the sun sets on the day it is 
drawn. Bitsene gathered up all 
the sand—natural and eovered— 
into the blanket, raced eastward 
to spread it to the Four Winds, 


The ceremony was over. 

Only one thing remained. Like 
all doctors, Kaytso expects pay- 
ments for his services. He gra- 
ciously accepts a live goat. It is 
for an original painting, for to- 
day’s picture is only one of thou- 
sands, but no two are ever alike. 
Each sand painting is designed to 
apply symbolically to his particu 
lar patient and his particular ail- 
ment. 


As Kaytso rode away with his 
goat we, too, started off in our sta- 
tion wagons, feeling flattered that 
we were allowed to witness a 
beautiful and ancient ceremony 
sacred to the “Dineh”—“The 
People”—as the Navajo call them- 
selves so proudly.

of contract when a grand slam 
carried a bonus of 2250 points, 
vulnerable, and 1500 points, not 
vulnerable.

Now dummy was re-entered with 
a heart to the king and. the dia- 
mond king was offered to East 
as bait. Once more East was 
obliging! This time he ruffed with 
the ten spot—he might at least 
have chosen the queen! — and 
South over-ruffed with the jack. 
Now, having received all this co- 
operation from East, South laid 
down the ace of trumps, and 
when the blank king fell from the 
West hand and the blank queen 
from the East, the remarkable 
grand-slam contract was in the 
bag.
